That if the state inspector had dared, 


he would have condemned the boilers 
outright. 


That the o!d boilers would probably 


be found useless, even after 
repairs 


had been made. 


That two large boilers are the prop- 


er thing to install even though there 
might be some slight saving on the 
initial cost if smaller 
boilers 
were 


bought, but this would be offset by the 
greater efficiency of the larger type 
boiler. 


The mayor said that everyone at 


the conference agreed that one boiler 
will be enough to provide. heat and 
power for city hall and that the sec- 
ond boiler need be used only in emer- 
gencies. It was also agreed that the 
coal consumption of one large boiler 
would be less than two small ones. 
If the boilers are not bought this year, 
according to Mr. Scannell, there is a 
probability that they will not be ob- 
tainable next year at any price.

The Vesper Country club in Tyngs- 


boro will have to curtail its activities 
to a minimum next winter if a recent 
regulation of the federal fuel admin- 
istration is to be observed. 


The regulation as received by the 


local fuel committee yesterday reads in 
part as follows: 


"During the period from Dec. 1. 1918, 


to April 1, 1919, no private country 
club shall burn or use fuel of any de- 
scription, including coal, coke, natural 
"gas, fuel oil or other petroleum prod- 
ucts, or use power derived from any 
such fuel, for purposes of heating or 
cooling." 


The term "private country club'' is 


construed to include any club or asso- 
ciation wholly or in part organized for 
participation in outdoor 
sports 
and 


depending for its maintenance upon 
the dues of individual members. This 
definition fits the Vesper Country club 
very closely and one of the officers, 
speaking on behalf of the club, says 
that it will be very willing to co-op- 
erate with the fuel administration in 
this respect. 
The winter activities at 


the club are not very extensive and the 
members look upon them as more or 
less of a luxury and are willing to do 
without them. 


The fuel regulation provides that 
peat or wood may be substituted for 
other forms of fuel if the club so de- 
sires, but the proviso is added that 
such peat or wood'must be obtained 
in a manner that does not necessitate 
railroad transportation. It is not prob- 
able that the Vesper Country club will 
take advantage of this situation, al- 
though definite information as to its 
intentions in Ihis respect is lacking. 


Upon application to the local fuel 


committee the club may obtain a cer- 
tificate allowing it to burn sufficient 
fuel for the comfort of necessary em- 
ploj'es, but such application has not 
yet been received at the office of the 
committee.

Further plans for the alleviation of 
owell's housing problem are under 


consideration 
by the U. S. Housing 


corporation, the organization

>y the government for the 
purpose. 


Among the sites which may be taken 
over for government buildings are the 
Merrimack House property at Button 
and Merrimack streets, the 
property 


controlled by the First Congregational 
church in Dutton street, and the prop- 
erty in the tract of land in Worthon 
street between Market and Merrimack 
streets, excluding the Associate build- 
ing. 


No definite steps have yet been tak- 


en, but it is believed that the entire 
block of property can be remodeled for 
government use. The taking over of 
all this property would mean the dis- 
location of the T. C. Entwistle Co., 
manufacturers 
of 
textile machinery. 


This plant is devoting 90 per cent 'of 
its operating facilities to war work 
and the federal officials are to be asked 
to spare the property even though the 
surrounding buildings be taken over.

Gorgas of the United States army has 
Issued a call for 25.000 young women 
between the ages of 19 ancj 35 to en- 
list 
In the student nurse' reserve. 


These young women must be of sound 
health, with a high school education, 
or its equivalent, who shall hold them- 
selves In readiness until April 1, 1919, 
to respond to the call of the govern- 
ment to be placed in nurses' training 
schools as vacancies occur. 
So great 


is the need tjiat a campaign for re- 
cruits to fill up the reserve is being 
carried on until August 11, under the 
direction of the woman's committee. 
Council of National Defense. In Mas- 
sachusetts the quota is 2000 and the 
recruiting Is being done through a 
central recruitins station at the Mas- 
sachusetts General Hospital, Boston, 
with Miss Helen Wood as director.- 
Applications should be made to her or 
enrolment cards may be obtained at 
the local hospital training 'schools.

Miss Bernice J. Everett, leader of the 


women's food conservation committee 
here calls attention to a. warning from 
the state food administrator in regard 
to the use of wheat. 
She says Mr. 


Bndicott is anxious to have the public 
understand that Mr. Hoover's cable re- 
leasing wheat should not by any means 
mean a wholesale letting down of the 
conservation bars. 


Miss Everett says the 
state 
food 


administrator shows a willingness to 
let housekeepers have more, freedom, 
those who had kept the pledge and 
to use white flour with more freedom 
but in no case to go over the original 
50-sr, rule. 
She says Mr. Bndicott 


would be better pleaded if the public 
continues the "no wheat" program, ex- 
cept as referring to graham and whole 
wheat flour. 


Mr. Endicott's statement follows: 
"I -am just a little fearful that Mr. 


Hoover's cable, releasing 
the hotels. 


restaurants, clubs and dining cars from 
the voluntary pledge which they took 
last March, agreeing to use no wheat 
until the next harvest comes in, may 
be misunderstood. Mr. Hoover did not 
mean by this cable that we should not 
continue our well-established habit >of 
conserving wheat. He meant that this 
splendid action on the part of the ho- 
tels, restaurants and clubs, and' also 
on the part of the householders who 
have pledged to the same effect, had 
brought about a condition so that he 
did not feel that he ought 
to hold 


them strictly to that agreement, and 
this release of his gives 
them the 
right, where they think it_wlse, to use 
a small amount of white flour, but in 
no case more than 50 per cent. 
"As he has released these pledges, It 


Is no more than right that we should 
release the householdens of Massachu- 
setts who ajedged themselves to ab- 
solutely use no white flour, "and allow 
them the privilege of using a little.; 
"Everyone should understand, how- 


ever, that the supply of white flour In 
Massachusetts for the month of Au- 
gust will not be abundant. 
The new 


harvest has not yet 
provided 
us 


even with the partial relief which we 
may expect in September, so that we 
have got to continue to save wheat to 
send abroad; in addition, and what I 
consider fully as important, we must 
commence to build up the reserve both 
abroad and in the proper centers In 
this country. Only by so doing can 
we assure the safety of our allies and 
of ourselves, and make 
certain that 
wheat will do its part in supporting 
the work of our boys on the battle- 
field. 


"Now, 
while this releases household- 


ers 
from the absolutely wheatlen 


pledge, we still urge that Instead o£ 
using any white flour they use gra- 
ham and whole wheat flour. I shall 
greatly appreciate the loyalty of 
all

pressors.

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MINIMUM WAGE SCALE PROPOSED 


BY WAR LABOR BOARD 


Employing Interests Making Great 
Fight 


Against Proposal—Maximum Scale Sug- 
gested—Discuss Wages and Cost of Living 


(N.E.A. Staff Cormpondent) 


•WASHINGTON, August ».—A bitter 


flght is now being waged between the 
employing interests and the wage 
workers oVer the fixation by govern- 
ment authority of a minimum living 
wage. The wage as proposed by the 
'war labor board as the least on which 
a man may live in health and reason- 
able comfort, and bring up a family, 
is il,750. , 
' 
. 


In oppositibn to these efforts in be- 


half of labor, the employing interests 
have tried to get an act of congress 
fixing a .maximum wage. This state- 
ment 
will 
cause general 
surprise. 


Nothing has 
been said of su,ch 
a 


propusitibn. It is, however, a "fact. 


There is a law already in effect, 


put through as a joker to an appro- 
priation bill, . with this purpose in 


•The joker is part of H. R. 12,441. 


which is the' sundry civil appropria- 
tion bill, passed July 1, 1918. At the 
instance- of Senator 
Underwood 
of 


Alabama, a paragraph was inserted in 
tht; labor section which reads: 


"Provided 
that no money

hereafter 
appropriated for the pay- 


ment of wages not lixed by statute 
shail be available" to pay wages In

"The war labor policies board" is a 


newly-created sub-division of.,the de- 
partment of labor, headed by Felix 
Frankfurter.

Power to-Fix Maximum 


A literal reading of- the amendment 


to the sundry civil law would eeem 
to give the war policies board power 
to fix a. maximum wage. 
That this 
was the intention of the amendment 
may be inferred from the fact that it 
was put in secretly by Senator Un- 
derwood who, it is understood, was 
moved in the matter by the Erect- 
ors' Association of America. This is 
the largest organized body of em- 
ploying interests in the world. 
This 


association 
is always 
opposed 
to 


labor: to 'any increase in wages, to 
unions: to the A. F. of L. and in gen- 
eral to anything which would limit 
the profits of the employing classes. 


In our war industries, wages have 


been 
going up rapidly. 
They have 


not kept pace, however, with the in- 
creased cost 
of living 
and 
many 


strikes have had to be settled by the 
war labor board on the basis of more 
wages to the employes. 
A few years 


ago. $900 a year was the average an- 
nual income of 85 per cent, of wage- 
earning 
heads 
of families 
in the 


United States. 
Now, it is proposed 


by the war labor-board to fix a mini- 
mum wage at $1.750 a year. Budgets 
have • been prepared by the experts in 
the • em-ploy of the war labor board 
showing that this sum is necessary 
to provide any reasonable degree of 
comfort for an average family of five 
people. This tales'into consideration 
not only health, but decent surround- 
ings, an opportunity for essential ed- 
ucation, medical attendance,

A QUARTER CENTURY AGO 


From the old Sun I find that Daniel 


M. Hayes, perhaps the most noted po- 
lice inspector evor connected with the 
Lowell department, died after a brief 
illness. July :U, 1893. 
'fhe 
following 


is from the report of his death:' 


"He was the son of Patrick and 


Julia Hayes, and was born 
in St. 


John'sbqry, Vt., in 1S44 and came here 
as a boy in liOS. He and Deputy Chief 
McQuade worked together as appren- 
tices in Cole & Nichols foundry; learn- 
ing the trade of a moulder. July .20, 
IStis, he was married to Alice Garrity. 
his late wife. 
"He worked in the Lowell Machine 


shop until he entered the police force. 
Jan. 20, 1S74. After live years of pa- 
trolling he was detailed as inspector 
in January. 1S79. 
Nfr. Hayes will be 


a hard man to replace because, of his 
very intimate knowledge of all local 
and other crooks and of their ways 
and methods of work. 


"He had an extended acquaintance 


among the police officials 
of 
New 


England. 
He was lenient in prose- 


cuting any first offender, and if there 
were good qualities in the criminal's 
character or actions, Ban Hayes was 
quite sure to acknowledge the .fact. 


"The cases that Inspector Hayes has 


been the .hero of, would fill a book 
full of excitement and romance. Brave 
to daring, tireless when on the trail 
of a criminal; skilled in the tricks 
that criminals 'adopt to beat the min- 
ions of the law, temperate in his pri- 
vate life, he made the ideal detective. 
For years he held the position at the 
head of our detective force, no matter 
what administration might come and 
go. Dan Hayes was the, one man in 
the department subject to no change* 
Since 1S79, he had been an inspector, 
and a good one. 
He was known far 


and near. 
He was mixed up in all 


the important criminal cases in Low- 
ell Hn the past 19 years. 
One of his 


earliest jumps t° fame was when he 
returned to Lowell with Devlin, tho 
murderer who had escaped westward 
after having murdered his wife and 
child in a house oh Common street. 
A mob met the detective and his pns- 
oner at the northern station and there . 
were threats of lynching. Devlin was | 
convicted and hanged.. Mr. Hayes be- ' 
imi one of the important witnesses."

Way back to the front.) 


NEW YORK, Aug. 3.—As the casual- 


ty lists grow heavier, day after day, 
America begins to understand better 
what tile great war means. 


.The British army has had a compar- 


atively quiet time of it lately, while 
the German offensive has been directed 
principally against the French. Ameri- 
cans'and Italians around Chateau Thier- 
ry, yet their casualties for the week 


nding July 26 were more than 12.000. 
America must prepare herself 
for 


heavy casualties. 
Our boys have been 


in the thick of the flght, and no army 
could hope to make the dashing charges 
that onrs has without suffering consid- 
erable loss. 


The war comes home to one with al- 


most shocking earnestness when one 
sees the names of his personal friends 
in the casualty lists. 


On Broadway the other day, while 


waiting for a ship to take me back to 
France, I ran into Lieut. C. V. Lyman 
of El Paso, Tex., who just arrived in 
America a .few hours before. 
He had 


been sent back 'on a special mission 
that would keep him home for several 
weeks. He was in high spirits. 


The Story of Col. Elliott 


Over in France I am attached to Ly- 


man's regiment. 1 was sent to his out- 
fit early In April by Gen. Pershing so 
I would have every opportunity to see 
the fighting in the vicinity of Sols- 
sons.

of the devil himself. 


Before the latest German offensive 


was started. Col. Smith's regiment was 
holding a sector under shell fire day 
and night for weeks, and I lived with 
lim and his staff in a chalk mine, 40 
'eet underground. A man took his life 
n his hands even to stick his head 
above ground for fresh air. 


I had prepared to leave them one 


Sunday night to go to Paris on my 
way to America. 
Col. Smith insisted 


on sending back for his automobile to

take me to a railroad station, 20 miles 
away, where I could catch a train for 
Paris. 


Promptly at 9. o'clock the colonel's 


chauffeur came down into the dugout, 
breathless, hatless and as white as a 
sheet. 


"For God sakes, Mr. Lyon. don't keep 


me waiting," he panted. 
"Coming up. 


the road I got one bullet through the 
windshield and another through 
the 


lood. It's a regular hell out there." 


Cooklea and a Tragedy 


As I hurried up the steps of the chalk 


mine I found Lieut. Col. Elliott at my 
leels. 


"I want to be the last to say. good- 


bye to one. who's going to America." 
he said and Went as far as the auto 
with me. On the way he put a $20 bill 
into my -hand. 


"I wonder if you'd mind sending this 


to my little daughter, Geraldine. in Chi- 
cago, for her thrift stamp book?" he 
asked. "If you see her before you come 
back give her a kiss for her daddy, will 
you? Your wife won't be jealous, be- 
cause Geraldine is only six." 


In one corner of my. trunk Is a little 


package. It contains

home-made 


cookies, and written on the package 
are these words: "For Lieut.-CoI. C. H. 
Elliott. With much love from Mamma 
and Geraldine." 


Mrs. Elliott and little Geraldine had 


come all the way from Chicago to my 
home in Ohio to have me tell them 
about the colonel and to ask me jo 
take the 
cookies back to him.in 


France. 


Today, a little slab in a French wheat 


field, back of the Soissons battlefield, 
marks the final resting place of Col. 
Elliott, one of the 'finest soldiers that 
ever wore an American uniform.

blue strip around the edge and one red 
star and yone blue star on the white 
centre.

are entitled to wear service pins and 
display service flags, as well aa fath- 
ers and brothers.

The flower garden surrounding the 


home of Mr. and Mrs. P. E. Haines at 
SO Moore street for many years has 
been one of the most beautiful in the 
city. 
Approximately half an acre has 


been devoted solely to flowers and for 
several years Mrs. Haines conducted 
flower shows that attracted large num- 
bers of flower lovers from all over the 
city and surrounding towns anrl brought 
forth the greatest admiration for the 
wealth of beauty displayed. 


This year Mrs. Haines has given up 


about half of her available land to 
corn, cabbage, beans and other vege- 
tables and as a consequence her pres- 
ent garden is but a shadow of her for- 
mer achievements. 


However, that which remains is well 


worth a visit from beauty lovers. The 
general effect of color and excellent 
arrangement has still been maintained 
despite the garden of vegetables which 
has intruded into the more ephemeral 
aspect of the tract. 


Perhaps Mrs. Haines' greatest pride 


this year is the 
IfiOO gladiolus plants 


which she has set out. She has a le- 
gion of new varieties varying in form 
and color of flower. Some of her taller 
flowers which are just beginning to 
blossom have already reached a height 
of three and a half feet. 


There is also a large cluster of can- 


n.is, several of them five feet in height. 
These have not yet blossomed", butevnn 
their leaves, almost as broad as a palm 
leaf, have an unusual beauty. When 
! tho flowers do come eventually they 
should form a most wonderful touch to 
the garden as they are to be. of tho 
blood-red variety. The cluster gives 
the garden as a whole a most pleasing 
and acceptable tropical appearance. 


Mrs. 
Haines has also taken much 


pride In her lilies this year. 
Tiger, 


lemon and orange lilies are just be- 
ginning to put forth their color and 
th« flamboyant tone of the tiger va- 
rfply. especially, IB most dazzling. 


Fioyal purple delphiniums 
are an- 


other feature. Those have already hlos- 
snniod forth lu their spike-llko clus- 
ters nnd »ro most beautlftil.

Haines cultivates in abundance is am- 
brosia, "the food of the gods," accord- 
ing to the old Greeks. The odor from 
ambrosia is almost intoxicating and 
if one is fortunate enough to secure 
a sprig of it, he cannot cease smelling 
it. 
| 


The foregoing gives a necessarily 


casual description of the garden as it 
is now. The present time is really be- 
tween seasons as the early flowers have 
blossomed and died, while the others 
will not be in their full bloom until 
the end of this month or early in Sep- 
tember. But even as it is, Mrs. Haines 
is to be congratulated on the pleasure 
and comfort which ber efforts have 
contributed not only to those living in 
the vicinity hut to people many miles 
away to whom she has sent flowers. 


Unfortunately, she has had to con- 


tend with tho marauding of thieves 
In the vicinity and her vegetable gar- 
den has already suffered severely be- 
cause of trespassers. 
A large cherry 


tree which lent a most stately touch to 
the premises has had to be cut down 
because of the persistent inroads of 
boys of the neighborhood and it is felt 
that a large pear tree will soon meet 
the same fate unless the police are suc- 
cessful in preventing the 
trespassers 


from entering the premises.

Lord Lansdowne states a few facts

6.000,000 made prisoners. He quotes 
the registrar general of Great Britain 
to show that the loss in the birth rate 
Is 12,500.000 for all the belligerents 
of which England and 
"Wales lose 


650.000. 
Added to these enormous 


losses is the vast number of people 
•who died of privation, fright, grief and 
suffering inflicted directly or indirect- 
ly by Germany and the great number 
of civilian victims even in the allied 
nations who died as a result of' the 
operations of war although far from 
the battlefield. 


The total loss of life due to this 


•war -will never be known. In reality 
it is much greater than is generally 
supposed. 


It would indeed be well for 
th. 


world if some basis of peace could 
lie reached that would'accomplish the 
allied aims in the war without further 
destruction of life and property: but 
from the unbending insistence of Ger- 
many in imposing her domination upon 
the greater part of the world, this ap- 
pears impossible. 
The 
outlook at 


present is, that Germany will never 
yield until she is crushed and hence 
the determination of tho Allies to go 
on until they have obtained such mili- 
tary advantage over the enemy as will 
enable them to stamp out German mil- 
itarism and Hohenzollern pretensions. 
Then, and not till then, can there be 
peace in the world. 


Lord Lansdowne represents nobody 


but himself, although his letter may be 
distorted by Germany to make it ap- 
pear that England 
is begging for 


peace. The Allies are a unit for pros- 
ecuting the war until Germany surren- 
ders. Uncle Sam has not yet brought 
more-than a fraction 
of his power 


into the war and whether it takes one, 
two or more years to finish the strug- 
gle, he will remain on the job until he 
shall have broken the power of the 
Kaiser and made the world safe for 
democracy. 


OUR GALLANT TROOPS 


The allied armies, now led by Amer- 


ican troops, are doing wonderful fight- 
ing in driving back the Germans from 
the salient in which the latter hoped to 
make a successful drive on Paris. The 
armies of Gen. Foch ha.ve been fighting 
continuously for the past two weeks. 
The battles raged at some parts of the 
line both day and night, and were of 
a most desperate character. How the 
armies held out under such trials is 
difficult to understand. There

have been reserve troops to relieve 
those that led the counter blow during 
the first week.. From all sources come 
plowing accounts of the 
manner in 


v.-hich the American troops cast them- 
selves on the foe during all these oper- 
ations. 


From these tributes to the heroism

This was certainly the case in one Vmt- 
tU- in u-hich the Americans dashed 
through one of the heaviest artillery 
barrages laid down by the Germans at 
any time during the war. It was stat- 
ed in the German account that a gap 
was cut in the American linf:s by the 
rain of shells.

Yet the Ameri- 
cans went on and won their objective- 
after hnrd fighting.

The Vesper Country club In. Tyngs- 


boro'will have to curtail its activities 
to a minimum next winter if a recent 
regulation of the federal fuel admin- 
istration is to be observed. 


The regulation* as received by the 


local fuel committee yesterday reads in 
part as follows; 


"During the period from Dec. 1, 1918, 


to April 1, 1919, no private country 
club shall burn or use fuel of any de- 
scription, including coal, coke, natural 
gas, fuel oil or other petroleum prod- 
ucts, or use power derived from any 
such fuel, for purposes of heating or 
cooling." 


The term "private country club" is 


construed to include any club or asso- 
ciation wholly or in part organized for 
participation in outdoor 
sports 
and 


depending for its maintenance upon 
the dues of individual members. This 
definition fits the Vesper Country club 
very closely and one of the 
officers, 


speaking on behalf of the club, says 
that it will be very willing to co-op- 
erate with the fuel administration in 
this respect. The winter activities at 
the club are not very extensive and the 
members look upon them as more or 
less of a luxury and are willing to do 
without them. 


The fuel regulation provides that 


peat or wood may be substituted for 
other forms of fuel if the club so de- 
sires, hut the proviso is added that 
such peat or wood must be obtained 
in a manner that does not necessitate 
railroad transportation. It is not prob- 
able that the Vesper Country club will 
take advantage of this situation, al- 
though definite information as to its 
intentions in this respect is lacking. 


Upon application to the local fuel 


committee the club may obtain a cer- 
tificate allowing it to burn sufficient 
fuel for the comfort of necessary em- 
ployes, but such application has not 
yet been received at the office of the 
committee.

Gorgas of the United States army has 
issued a call for 25,000 young women 
between the ages of 19 and 35 to en-

in 
the student nurse 
reserve. 


These young women must be of sound 
health, with a high school education, 
or its equivalent, who shall hold them- 
sel*es in readiness until April 1, 1919, 
to respond to the call of the govern- 
ment to be placed in nurses' training 
schools as vacancies occur. 
So great 


is the need that a campaign for re- 
cruits to fill up the reserve is being 
carried on until August 11, under the 
direction of the' woman's committee. 
Council of National Defense. 
In Mas- 


sachusetts the quota is 2000 and the 
recruiting is being done through a 
central recruiting station at the Mas- 
sachusetts General Hospital, Boston, 
with Miss Helen Wood as 
director.

would be better pleased if the public 
continues the "no wheat" program, ex- 
cept as referring to graham andwfiole 
wheat flour. 


Mr. Endicott's statement follows; 
"I am. just a little fearful that Mr. 


Hoover's cable, releasing- the 
hotels, 


restaurants, clubs and dining cars from 
the voluntary pledge which they took 
last March, agreeing to use no wheat 
until the next harvest comes In, may 
be misunderstood. Mr. Hoover did hot 
mean by this cable that we should not 
continue our well-established habit of 
conserving wheat. He meant that this 
splendid action on the. part of the ho- 
tels, restaurants and clubs, and also 
on the part of the householders who 
have pledged to the same effect, hac 
brought about a condition so that he

no case more than 50 per cent. 


"As he has released these pledges, 11 


is no more than right that we shoulc 
release the householders of Massachu- 
setts who pledged themselves to ab- 
solutely use no white flour, and allow 
them the privilege of using a little. 


"Everyone should understand,

ever, that the supply of white flour in 
Massachusetts for the month of

gust will not be abundant.

have got to continue to save wheat to

Home in Stevens Street 


Deacon Warren L. Floyd of 124 Ste. . 


vens street, one of the oldest, most 
active and best-known churchmen In 
Jowell, died yesterday morning at his 
home. 
He was 82 years of age and 


his death occurred after an Illness of 
considerable length. He is survived by 
two daughters, Mrs. Evelyn Libbey of 
Chicago and Miss Nellie Ployd of this 
city; a son. Arthur Warren Floyd, of 
Fall River, and a grandson, Paul L. 
Libbey, now serving with the Amer- 
ican army in France. 


Deacon Floyd was born at Warner. 


N. H. 
He received a. common school 


education in the schools of Methuen 


WARREN L. FLOYD. 


and Blllerica. He finished school when 
he was 15 years old and started to 
learn the carpenter's trade with his 
father. 


Upon reaching manhood Mr. Floyd 


became successively a house builder 
in Boston, owner of a grocery busi- 
ness in Billerica which he conducted 
until 1871, and some time later he 
opened an office in Lowell as an archi- 
tect, which he maintained until Oc- 
tober of 1909, when he gave up his 
office, then located in the Lowell In- 
stitution 
for 
Savings 
block, 
and 


thenceforth transacted his business as 
an architect at his home. 


Deacon Floyd was never an active 


participant in politics to the extent of 
holding public office. 
He was inter- 


ested in Masonry and was an earnest 
and hard worker in the prohibition 
movement in this part of the state, 
but most particularly he was a church- 
man, active In helping carry on the 
work of the Baptist denomination in 
this city, giving liberally of his time 
and money to do so. 


Deacon./ Floyd and his 
wife were 


members'of the Baptist church in Bil- 
lerica, and when the family moved to 
Lowell in 1872 they became members 
of the First Baptist church here. He 
was for 10 years superintendent of its 
Sunday school. 
He directed the Par- 


ker Hall mission, which he helped to 
found, for three years. 
He was. the 


organizer of the Lowell Sunday school 
convention. 


Upon Deacon Floyd's resignation of 


the superintendency of 
the 
Sunday 


school at the First Baptist he became 
leader of the Sunday 
school 
class 


known as the H. L. Tibbets class. It 
was composed of young men, but some 
time after corning under the direction 
of Deacon Floyd he reorganized it 
so that Its membership consisted of 
both men and women, and it became 
one of the most widely known Sunday 
school classes in this part of the state.
